INDIAN AIRLINES 

No. GS-35(424)/73. — In exercise of the powers 
conferred by Sub-Section 1 nnd Clause (e) of Sub- 
section 2 of Section 45 of the Air Corporation (Amend- 
ment) Act, 1971 (49 of 1971) the Indian Airlines 
hereby makes the following Regulations namely : — 

Short title ; 

(I) These Regulations may be called the “Indian 
Airlines Cancellation of Tickets and Refund Regula- 
tions”; 

(II) The Regulations come into force from 1st day 
of June, 1971. 

(III) The cancellation of unused tickets and the 
grant of refund of these shall be regulated in accord- 
ance with the following Rules, namely ; — 

1. Cancellation will be acted upon only when the 
ticket is actually tendered at the booking office for can- 
cellation except in the case of passengers residing out- 
side the station of emplanement who may cancel their 
bookings by letter or telegram but not by telephone. 
In respect of bookings outside the station of emplane - 
ment, confirmation to the requesting station, agent or 
airline by the station of emplanement shall be deemed 
to be confirmation of passage to the passenger for pur- 
poses of calculating the cancellations charges. 

2- Time for calculating cancellation charges shall be 
the time at which the ticket, letter or telegram is re- 
ceived by the Airline’s station of emplanement, 

3. The value of the ticket less Rs, 4,00 service 
charge will be refunded on tickets cancelled 48 hours 
before scheduled time of departure. 

4. The value of the ticket less 10 per cent of the 

single fare, subject to a minimum of Rs, 4.00 (four 

rupees), shall be refunded if the ticket is cancelled less 
than 48 hours but more than 24 hours before the 
scheduled time of departure, 

5. The value of the ticket less 25 per cent of the 

single lare, subject to a minimum of Rs. 4,00 (four 

rupees), shall ,be refunded if the ticket is cancelled 
less than 24 hours but more than 12 hours before the 
scheduled time of departure. 

6. The value of the ticket less 50 per cent of the 
single fare, subject to a minimum of Rs. 4.00 (four 
rupees), shall be refunded if the ticket is cancelled less 
than 12 hours but more than 30 minutes (in the case 
of internal and 4S minutes in the case of international 
services) before the scheduled time of departure. 

6A. No refund of fare will be made for a cancellation 
effected within 30 minutes of the scheduled time of 
departure of the service in the case of internal and 
45 minutes in the case of international services. 

6B. Refund will be made only against documents 
surrendered and no claim will be entertained against 
lost documents. 
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7. No service charge shall be levied on infant’s tic- 
ket if the fare is Rs. 4.00 or less than Rs, 4*00. 

8. <4 NO SHOW” passenger shall not be entitled to 
any refunds Fo^ the purpose of this rule, ‘"NO 
SHOW” pasengef is one who fails to report at the air- 
port 15 minutes before the scheduled time of depar- 
ture in the case of internal and 45 minutes in the case 
of international services. 

9. Postponement of any journey to a later flight shall 
be deemed to be its cancellation and normal cancel- 
lation/refund rules shall apply. 

10- Transfer of reservation to an earlier date shall 
be done free of charge. 

11. In case of missal-connection by air, no cancel- 
lation charges shall be levied. 

12* A “GO SHOW” passenger is a passenger who 
purchases a ticket provisionally on the chance of ob- 
taining at the airport accommodation on a service and 
if no accommodation is available, full refund will be 
effected on the “GO SHOW” ticket. 

13. A reservation will not be regarded as definite 
until the full fare is paid. 

IV. These regulations supersede and cancel all pre- 
vious Rules and Regulations issued by Indian Airlines 
in this regard.

No. 2&-73/O.S.D . — ' The Central Government 
(Ministr yof Education and Social Welfare) have 
accorded approval in their letter No. F, 3-5/73-U. 1, 
dated 2-2-1973 and 23-3-1973, to the following re- 
vised Regulations 1.1, 1. 2, 1.3, 1.4, 9.1, 9.2 and 9.3 
for B. Com. examination : — ■ 

1.1. The duration of the course of instruction for 
the B.Com. examination shall be three years and the 
examination shall be held in three parts, viz., Part I 
at the end of the course of first year, Part II at the end 
of the course of second year and Part III at the end 
of the course of third year. 

1.2. The examination in each Part shall ordinarily 
be held as under on such dates as may be fixed by 
Syndicate : — 

Parts I and II — once a year in April. 

Part HI — Iwice a year, in April and September. 
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1.3. For candidates placed in compartment, a sup- 
plementary examination shall he held ordinarily in the 
month of September of the same year, or on such date 
as may be fixed by Syndicate. 

1.4. The last da^e for receipt of admission form 
and fee without late fee and (b) with late fee of Rs. 
5/^ as fixed by Syndicate, shall be notified by the 
Registrar. 

9.1. The minimum number of marks required to 
pass the examination ip each Part shall be : — 

(a) 35% in the Internal assessment, and 

(b) 35% in each written paper of the University 
examination. 

9.2. A candidate who obtains 35 per cent of the 
aggregate number of marks of all the subjects, but has 
failed in one subject only, obtaining not less than 20% 
of the marks in that subject, shall be permitted to appear 
in that subject only at the next *two consecutive exa- 
minations and if he passes at either of these examina- 
tions he shall be deemed to have passed the examina- 
tion. 

A candidate to whom this concession is granted 
shall be eligible to join the next higher class provision- 


ally, but if he fails to qualify in the compartment sub' 
ject at the supplementary examination he shall be 
permitted * to appear again in the subject along with 
the annual examination for the next Part and, if he 
fails to qualify for the compartment subject even at the 
second attempt, his result of Part LI or Part TIT, as the 
case may be, shall be cancelled.
